Dear Admiral Turner: 

For quite some time I have been concerned with the violations of 
human rights in Latin America and the possible threat to political 
exiles living in the United States. In particular I have been 
repeatedly informed of threats against Chilean and Uruguayan refugees 
living in Europe and the United States. These refugees charge 
that the DINA and the Uruguayan Secret Police are operating within 
the United States and harassing these exiles. 


I would appreciate learning whether the C.I.A. is aware of 
these activities, and whether there is any coordination whatsoever 
between the C.I.A. and these other intelligence agencies. In view 
of the President's stance on human rights, especially with regard to 
Chile and Uruguay, I would of course hope that such coordination, if 
it ever existed, has ended.
